The  Sanctuary  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  is  filled  to 
capacity  as  the  congregation  gathers  to  celebrate  the  fruition  of  ten  years  of  planning, 
fundraising  and  building,  the  Dedication  of  the  New  School  Building.  The  air  is  charged 
with  an  excitement  that  is  physically  felt. 

It  is  in  this  mood  of  a  gathering  of  family  for  a  joyous  event  that  members  greet  one 
another  and  take  their  seats  in  the  Sanctuary  in  anticipation  of  the  program  to  come. 

During  this  afternoon  three  men  are  singled  out  for  special  honor:  Carl  A.  Morse, 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Morse/Diesel,  Inc.,  the  builders  of  the  new  building;  Samuel 
Lemberg,  a  highly  esteemed  elder  of  our  congregational  family  and  George  M.  Shapiro,

The  granddaughter  of  the  great  Yiddish 
humorist,  Sholom  Aleichem,  and  the 
author  of  a  #1  bestseller,  “Up  The  Down 
Staircase”  as  well  as  short  stories,  articles, 
lyrics  and  translations,  Mrs.  Kaufman  is 
suited,  by  birth  and  background,  to  move

audiences,  often  to  standing  ovations.  Her 
most  recent  novel,  “Love,  Etc.,”  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  October,  1979. 

Born  in  Berlin,  Germany  and  brought 
up  in  Russia,  she  came  to  the  United 
States  at  the  age  of  12  and  learned 
English  well  enough  to  receive  her  B.A. 
degree  Magna  Cum  Laude  from  Hunter 
College  (where  she  is  currently  in  the  Hall 
of  Fame),  her  M.A.  with  First  Honors  from 
Columbia  University  and  a  Doctor  of 
Letters  from  Nasson  College,  Maine. 

She  has  taught  in  New  York  City  high 
schools,  and  as  Assistant  Professor  of 
English  at  City  University  of  New  York 
and  Adjunct  Professor  and  Lecturer  at 
the  New  School  for  Social  Research.  She 
Bel  Kaufman:  Cont’d.  on  page  3,  column  1. 


Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue.  The  tireless 
devotion  of  these  three  men  enabled  the 
congregation  to  celebrate  this  day. 

The  program  opened  with  an  invocation 
by  Rabbi  Harlan  J.  Wechsler,  Assistant 
Rabbi  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  in  which 
he  called  attention  to  the  “lofty  purpose” 
for  which  we  have  all  gathered. 

George  M.  Shapiro  then  conducted 
the  proceedings  with  grace  and  dispatch, 
introducing  the  various  participants  in  the 
order  listed  in  the  official  program. 

The  two  principal  speakers,  Professor 
David  Steinberg  and  Dr.  Abram  L.  Sachar, 
placed  the  proceedings  in  historical  per¬ 
spective:  Professor  Steinberg  reminded 
the  congregation  that  when  his  father, 
Rabbi  Milton  Steinberg,  was  invested  as 
Rabbi  from  the  pulpit  from  which  he  was 
now  speaking  in  May  of  1933,  the  congre¬ 
gation  numbered  120  families.  (Today, 
the  congregation  numbers  1000  families.) 
He  also  drew  smiles  from  his  listeners 
when  he  reminded  them  of  his  antics  as 
a  child  in  the  congregation.  But,  he  told 
us,  today  “we  celebrate  not  the  past  but 
the  future.” 

Dr.  Sachar,  a  historian  and  an  educator, 
drew  from  these  two  disciplines  to  give 
us  his  view  of  world  history  and  our  part 
in  it  as  Jews.  He  reminded  us  that  in  build¬ 
ing  a  school  we  give  an  opportunity  to 
one  generation  to  link  itself  with  another, 
a  future  generation.  The  place  of  historic 
memory  in  the  life  of  a  people  is  to  bind 
that  people  together— past,  present,  future. 

Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  gave  the  dedica¬ 
tion  address,  paying  tribute  to  the  congre¬ 
gation’s  leaders,  past  and  present.

The  dedication  on 
November  30,  the  separate  programs  in  all 
our  school  departments,  the  new  musical 
service  on  Friday  evening  together  with 
the  dedication  of  the  Mazer  School,  the 
gala  Ball  on  Saturday  night,  and  the 
Final  dramatic  unveiling  of  the  Rapoport 
sculptures,  were  all  carried  out  in  dignity 
and  meaning  for  every  family  in  our 
congregation,  from  the  youngest  toddler 
to  the  veterans  among  us.

ported  into  an  ambience  of  great  beauty; 
an  air  of  a  warm  family  gathering  reigned 
supreme  all  evening. 

All  of  these  were  a  prelude  to  the 
packed  Synagogue  on  Sunday,  December  7, 
when  a  hushed  congregation  sat  and  com¬ 
muned  with  the  spirits  of  our  fellow  Jews 
who  perished  in  the  Holocaust.  As  Samuel 
Pisar,  who  spent  four  years  of  his  youth 
at  Auschwitz,  said  when  he  rose  “I  feel 
as  though  I  am  in  two  worlds  today;  one 
foot  is  in  this  world,  and  one  is  in  the 
sculpture  on  your  building  —  for  I  am  one 
of  those  children.”  When  Ambassador^ 
Yehuda  Blum,  who  observed  his  Bar  ! 
Mitzvah  at  Bergen  Belsen,  declared,  “Every 
time  I  sit  at  the  United  Nations  behind 
the  name  plate  of  my  country,  I  speak  for 
my  friends  who  dreamed  the  same  dreams, 
and  sang  the  same  songs  I  did,  but  who., 
went  up  in  smoke.”  There  weren’t  many 
dry  eyes  in  the  congregation  that  after¬ 
noon.  And  finally,  the  heartbreak  of  the 
Partisan’s  Song  and  Ani  Maamin,  sung  by 
our  own  children,  the  revelation  of 
the  sculpture,  the  spontaneous  burst  of 
applause,  and  the  singing  of  Hatikvah,  all 
combined  to  reach  to  the  very  depths  of 
our  souls. 

This  was  the  week  that  was.  It  will 
remain  for  all  of  us  a  precious  memory. 
Now  we  forge  ahead  with  continued  faith 
in  ourselves,  and  in  our  task.

organizations  and  audiences  on  topics  such 
as:  My  Grandfather  Sholom  Aleichem, 
Hard  To  Be  A  Jew  and  Survive  And 
Prevail. 

Mrs.  Kaufman  has  received  many 
honors  and  awards:  from  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League,  the  National  School 
Bell  Award,  Paperback  of  the  Year  Award, 
Citation  for  Distinguished  Service  from 
the  U.J.A.,  and  others. 

With  wit  and  wisdom,  with  humor  and 
compassion,  she  speaks  anecdotally  and 
conveys,  through  the  force  of  her  own 
personality,  the  essence  of  Yiddish  humor 
and  the  meaning  of  its  brave  laughter.

Bishevat  by  eating  fruits  grown  in  Israel 
-  dates,  oranges,  bokser  or  carob. 
Moreover,  Tu  Bishevat  is  also  a  time  to 
strengthen  our  ties  to  nature  everywhere. 
Here  in  New  York  City  a  walk  in  Central 
Park,  weather  permitting,  can  serve  to 
heighten  our  consciousness  of  the  natural 
world  around  us.

School  and  the  chorus  of  the  High  School 
lent  charm  to  the  program.  The  two 
musical  presentations  by  Cantor  David 
Lefkowitz,  accompanied  by  the  Synagogue 
Choir,  directed  by  Abraham  Kaplan  and 
accompanied  by  Neil  Robinson  at  the 
organ,  were  uplifting  and  soul  stirring. 

A  symbolic  note  was  sounded  in  the 
ceremony  of  the  procession  of  the  scrolls. 
The  Torah  Scrolls  were  carried  by  the 
leaders  of  the  congregation  into  the  Sanc¬ 
tuary  and  then  handed  over  to  students 
representing  the  three  school  departments 
before  they  were  returned  to  the  Ark. 
Thus  the  heritage  is  passed  from  one 
generation  to  the  next. 

The  afternoon  concluded  with  a  festive 
reception  in  the  Lemberg  Auditorium  and 
the  opportunity  for  those,  who  had  not 
as  yet  done  so,  to  tour  the  new  building. 

One  week  later,  Sunday,  December  7, 
1980,  a  hushed  congregation  again 
assembles,  this  time  to  dedicate  the  sculp¬ 
tures  affixed  to  the  facade  of  the  new 
building.  These  sculptures,  the  work  of 
Nathan  Rapoport,  proclaim  for  all  to  see 
that  this  new  school  building  will  forever 
be  a  living  memorial  to  the  million  Jewish 
children  murdered  by  the  Nazis.  The  mood 
of  the  congregation  reflects  the  event. 
From  the  high  excitement  of  the  week 
previous,  the  assembled  throng  is  visibly 
moved,  some  to  tears,  during  the  cere¬ 
monies  commemorating  the  dedication  of 
the  sculptures,  the  gift  to  the  congregation 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Leon  Jolson,  themselves 
survivors  of  the  Holocaust. 

The  program  was  conducted  in  the 
Sanctuary  before  moving  out-of-doors, 
so  that  the  congregants  might  witness 
the  actual  unveiling  of  the  sculptures. 

Once  again,  as  he  had  done  the  previous 
Sunday,  Rabbi  Wechsler  intoned  the  open¬ 
ing  prayer. 

Mr.  Leon  Jolson  then  presented  his  gift 
of  the  sculptures  to  the  congregation 
which  George  M.  Shapiro  accepted  on 
behalf  of  the  congregation.  Mr.  Jolson, 
in  his  remarks  from  the  bima,  confided  to 
his  listeners  that  this  day  represented  to 
him  the  fulfillment  of  a  30  year  dream: 
to  create  a  memorial  to  the  six  million 
in  the  “great  city  of  New  York.” 

Rabbi  Nadich  in  commenting  on  the 
significance  of  the  sculptures  noted  that 
“we  are  gathered  today  not  to  curse,  but 
to  remember  .  . .  this  is  a  sacred  day  and 
this  is  a  precious  moment  .  .  .  remember 
—  do  not  forget,  lest  it  (the  Holocaust) 
happen  again  ...” 

The  two  guest  -speakers  of  the  after¬ 
noon,  Ambassador  Yehuda  Z.  Blum  and 
Mr.  Samuel  Pisar,  (who  made  a  special 
trip  from  France  to  take  part  in  the  dedi¬ 
cation  of  the  sculptures)  spoke  in  intensely

personal  terms  of  their  survival  as  children 
in  the  concentration  camps  and,  by  exten¬ 
sion,  of  the  survival  of  the  Jewish  people. 

And  once  again,  the  musical  selections 
for  the  afternoon  heightened  the  intense 
personal  expression  of  the  speakers. 

Standing  on  a  raised  platform  before 
the  sculptures,  Nathan  Rapoport,  the 
creator,  spoke  softly  and  purposefully  of 
the  meaning  of  his  creation  for  him  and, 
he  hopes,  for  us.  The  voices  of  our  school 
children  were  raised  in  song;  a  heartbreak¬ 
ing  rendition  of  the  memorial  prayer  sung 
bY  Cantor  Lefkowitz  and  the  emotional 
enormity  of  the  meaning  of  the  event 
brought  tears  to  the  eyes  of  many. 

That  evening,  at  6  P.M.  and  again  at 
11  P  M.,  A\B.C.-TV  Eyewitness  News 
reported  the  unveiling  of  the  Rapoport 
sculptures  on  their  telecast.
